Alliance  Headquarters,  Hillsboro,  N".  C, 

August  12-13,  1913. 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Farmers'  State  Alliance  convened  at  headquarters  near 
Hillsboro,  N.  C,  on  August  12,  1913,  and  was  called  to 
order  at  12  o'clock  m.  by  Vice-President  J.  H.  Evans,  our 
President,  Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell,  being  unable  to  be  with  us 
owing  to  illness.

VICE-PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

To  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  in  Session 
Assembled  at  Hillsboro,  X.  C,  August  12,  1913: 

Mr.  President  and  Brethren — It  gives  me  great  pleasure 
to  render  to  von  an  account  of  my  stewardship  as  your  Vice- 
President.  We  have  passed  another  mile-post  in  our  history, 
and  we  have  to  go  on  record  with  our  achievements — whether 
they  are  losses  or  gains.  Our  achievements  in  the  past  his- 
tory of  our  lives  should  be  a  stimulant  to  encourage  us  to 
greater  things,  for  the  future  of  the  organ  was  never  brighter. 
Material  prosperity  never  made  more  show  than  in  the  past 
decade.  Education  has  never  along  all  lines  done  better  work 
for  Xorth  Carolina,  and  no  Brotherhood  has  played  a  better 
part  in  these  advancements  than  the  Farmers'  Alliance. 

Material  prosperity  to  some  men  makes  them  independent 
and  careless,  and  to  this  class  one  cannot  look  for  help  or 
prestige.  In  our  past  we  have  had  to  fight  gigantic  monopo- 
lies and  combined  money  powers.  In  our  battles  we  have 
come  out  with  our  ranks  thinned  out,  but  many  recruits  are 
happy  to  fall  in,  and  the  future  of  this  grand  old  Order  was 
never  brighter,  and  its  possibilities  never  more  inviting.  So 
I  call  on  you  to  stand  for  our  principles  like  men,  like  strong 
men.  This  Order  demands  you  to  take  your  place  in  the 
world  and  fight  the  wheels  of  grinding  monopolies,  of  ig- 
norant and  immoral  influences,  and  play  your  part  in  handing 
to  generations  to  come  the  best  organization  the  world  has 
ever  known  save  the  Christian  church,  and  to  this  end  we 
promise  you  our  hand  and  our  heart  and  our  best  effort.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER 
AND  STATE  BUSINESS  AGENT 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers' 
State  Alliance : 

Brethren — We  have  reached  another  mile-post  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  old  Farmers'  Alliance  of  Xorth  Carolina,  and  I 
am  permitted  to  make  another  animal  report  for  this  the 
twenty-seventh  year  of  its  existence. 

While  we  have  not  increased  in  membership  during  the 
year  as  I  hoped  that  we  might  have  done,  we  have,  as  a  rale, 
held  our  own,  and  in  some  sections  made  considerable  gain 
in  membership. 

Onr  greatest  need  now  is  organization,  for  without  organi- 
zation and  co-operation  we  cannot  hope  to  accomplish  much 
toward  the  betterment  of  the  condition  of  the  farmer  and  his 
family  educationnally,  socially,  financially  or  otherwise. 

By  reference  to  my  financial  report,  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Executive  Committee,  you  will  see  that  the 
business  done  by  your  Business  Agency  shows  a  slight  de- 
crease as  compared  with  last  year.  I  have  done  the  best  T 
could  under  the  circumstances,  but  with  a  more  hearty  sup- 
port from  those  from  whom  I  had  a  right  to  expect  it,  I 
believe  that  I  could  have  made  a  much  better  showing. 

While  the  brethren  have  not  availed  themselves  of  the 
advantages  of  the  low  prices  quoted  them  from  time  to  time, 
they  have  derived  much  benefit  therefrom,  because  in  most 
cases  my  prices  have  induced  their  local  merchants  to  make 
them  prices  much  lower  than  they  otherwise  could  have  ob- 
tained, thereby  saving  for  the  pockets  of  our  brethren  many 
dollars  for  which  the  Business  Agency  receives  no  credit.

T<>  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  State 

Fanners'  Alliance: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  ihe  B.  A.  Fund  for  the  year 
August  1,  1012,  to  August  1,  1913,  and  tender  my  resigna- 
tion of  the  position  of  Trustee.  From  its  inception  to  the 
present  time  I  have  held  the  position  and  on  all  occasions 
when  the  Alliance  has  been  attacked  I  have  been  called  upon 
to  reply,  which  I  have  done  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  without 
regard  to  personal  or  political  consequences  to  myself.  In 
three  years  one-fourth  of  the  amount  on  hand  has  been  spent 
by  order  of  the  Alliance  for  purposes  not  intended  when  the 
contributions  were  made.  I  am  not  willing  to  act  as  Trustee 
in  thus  expending  what  has  been  saved  thus  far.  (The  salary 
of  the  Trustee  at  the  last  session  was  fixed  at  $100  per 
annum,  the  Executive  Committee  pays  the  cost  of  bond ; 
nothing  has  been  done  on  this  line,  so  matters  have  gone  on 
as  heretofore.)  My  term  does  not  expire  until  Xovember  1, 
prox.,  but  I  am  ready  to  turn  the  office  over  to  my  successor 
as  soon  as  he  is  qualified  to  receive  it.

REPORT  OF  STATE  LECTURER 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance 
of  North  Carolina : 

The  undersigned,  your  State  Lecturer  and  editor  of  The 
Tar  Heel  Farmer,  begs  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

We  have  visited  Johnston,  Wilson,  Bertie,  Cumberland 
and  other  counties  during  the  past  year,  and  wherever  we 
have  gone  we  have  met  with  more  encouragement,  than  for 
several  years,  and  our  membership  has  more  than  doubled 
the  past  year,  and  the  outlook  is  brighter  from  every  stand- 
point than  it  was  one  year  ago.  The  Tar  Heel  Farmer  is 
steadilv  gaining  ground,  notwithstanding  our  business  man- 
ager  has  been  sick,  down-and-out  most  of  the  year,  and  we 
do  believe  our  paper  could  be  made  the  best  paying  proposi- 
tion we  have  if  all  would  work  together,  and  if  you  will  al- 
low, I  would  recommend  that  every  member  of  the  Xorth 
Carolina  Farmers'  Alliance  spit  on  his  hands  and  take  a 
fresh  hold  and  determine  to  go  forward  and  do  more  and 
better  work  the  coming  year  than  ever  before.

The  Alliance  reassembled  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

Bro.  W.  A.  Capehart  submitted  resolutions  from  the  Bertie 
County  Alliance,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  who  reported  as  a  substitute  the  following: 

We  request  the  Executive  Committee  to  supply  ample 
funds  to  the  State  Business  Agent  so  that  he  can  go  actively 
to  work,  thereby  giving  the  Alliance  better  service.

After  considerable  discussion  the  resolution,  as  submitted, 
was  adopted ;  and  also  resolution  No.  2.  as  follows : 

That  no  one  shall  be  elected  State  Executive  Committee- 
man unless  he  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  some  sub  or 
county  Alliance,  and  that  we  are  opposed  to  any  disposition 
being  made  of  our  Hillsboro  property,  until  there  has  been 
some  arrangement  made  for  the  Alliance  to  have  a  State 
home  to  be  managed  at  each  State  meeting,  as      heretofore. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Bain,  for  the  Organ  Committee,  then  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  unanimously : 

Resolved,  That  our  brethren  throughout  the  State  give  The 
Tar  Heel  Farmer,  our  State  organ,  their  hearty  support  in 
subscriptions  and  contributions  to  its  columns ;  also  in  ad- 
vertisements, and  soliciting  outside  subscriptions. 

Messages  of  greeting  were  received  from  Mr.  Clarence  Poe 
and  ex-President  J.  E.  Peterson,  and  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  make  due  acknowledgments  of  same. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  Wednesday  p.  m.  session 
be  set  apart  for  the  election  of  officers. 
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Wedxksday  Morning  Session-. 

The  Alliance  was  called  to  order  at  0:30  o'clock  by  Vice- 
President  Evans,  and  after  prayer  by  Chaplain  Williams. 
Bro.  W.  A.  Graham  introduced  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted : 

UNJUST  FREIGHT  RATES— ADOPTED 
UNANIMOUSLY 

Resolved — 

First,  That  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Farmers1  Alliance  do  memoralize  his  Excellency,  Governor 
Craig,  and  the  honorable  Legislature  of  the  State  to  give  the 
people  relief  from  the  present  unjust  charges  for  transporta- 
tion of  freight  in  this  State.  We  would  remind  you  that  the 
people  of  the  State  are  now  annually  paying  taxes  to  pay 
the  interest  on  the  money  which  the  State  borrowed  on  bonds 
for  the  construction  of  these  roads,  which  amount  is  over  90 
per  cent  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State,  and  that  these  roads 
are  now  owned  or  operated  by  the  companies  who  are  putting 
these  unjust  rates  upon  us.  Surely  there  must  be  some  way 
by  which  relief  or  recompense  can  be  had,  and  we  pledge  our 
hearty  support  to  you  in  the  enactment  of  legislation  to  this 
end ; 

Two,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  to  Governor  Craig  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
Doughtridge.  By  W.  A.  GRAHAM. 

Bro.  John  Graham  then  read  a  bill  as  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature incorporating  an  Alliance  Union  Farm-Life  School, 
providing  that  the  Alliance  deed  its  Hillsboro  property  to  the 
State,  and  the  Farmers'  Union  contribute  $1,000,  the  county 
of  Orange  $2,500,  and  the  State  annually  $7,500  for  main- 
tenance of  said  school,  the  Alliance  to  retain  its  right  to  hold 
its  animal  meetings;  also  appointing  three  Trustees  on  the 
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part  of  each,  and  that  the  same  be  submitted  to  the  Sub-Al- 
liances for  their  approval  or  rejection. 

The  Executive  Committee  then  made  a  majority  report  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Xorth  Carolina  State  Farmers'  Alliance : 

Brethren — Your  Executive  Committee  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  State  Business  Agent  and  have  found  the  same  correct. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  publication  of  The  Tar  Heel 
Farmer  entails  considerable  expense  upon  your  Business 
Agency  funds ;  and  it  therefore  recommends  that  a  commit- 
tee of  three  (one  of  whom  shall  be  our  State  Lecturer  and 
editor  of  The  Tar  Heel  Farmer,  Bro.  H.  M.  Gates)  be  em- 
powered to  meet  with  such  representatives  of  the  Union  as 
may  wish  to  establish  a  joint  Alliance  and  Union  paper, 
and  if  the  way  be  clear,  take'  such  an  amount  of  stock  in  said 
paper  as  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Alliance  may  ap- 
prove, and  in  the  event  that  no  satisfactory  arrangement  be 
made,  The  Tar  Heel  Farmer  will  be  continued  as  at  present. 
Your  committee  would  recommend  pushing  your  lecture 
system,  and  in  view  of  our  financial  condition,  that  brothren 
wishing  the  services  of  our  Lecturer  be  requested  to  defray 
his  expenses. 

With  the  reservation  of  the  perpetual  right  of  the  Alliance 
to  hold  its  annual  meetings  at  the  Hillsboro  headquarters,  we 
recommend  that  the  State  Alliance  and  the  Subordinate 
Alliances  approve  the  conditional  bill  passed  by  the  State 
Legislature  as  its  recent  session,  believing  that  it  will  result 
in  great  good  to  the  State  and  to  the  Alliance.

J.  A.  Davis,  of  tlic  Executive  Committee,  made 
a  minority  report  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  AI  embers  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Farmers'  Alliance : 

Brethren- — There  should  always  exist  unity  and  harmony 
of  feeling'  with  all  committeemen,  especially  among  Alliance 
members,  but  upon  this  occasion  our  opinions  are  so  divided 
it  behooves  me  to  submit  this  minority  report  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1.  I  am  opposed  to  the  disposal  of  these  headquarters  in 
the  manner  as  provided  in  the  report  of  the  majority  com- 
mittee as  submitted  by  Chairman  Graham. 

2.  I  doubt  the  power  and  legality  of  even  this  State  Al- 
liance of  deeding  this  property  by  gift  to  any  State,  county 
or  municipality,  as  it  is  entirely  foreign  to  the  purpose  for 
which  this  fund  was  raised.

The  Alliance  reassembled  at  2  o'clock  and  the  special  order 
was  called  for  when  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected 
as  follows:

Steward — J.  C.  Bain,  Cumberland  County. 
Sergeaiit-at-Arms — H.  H.  Thompson,  Orange  County. 
Door-keeper — George  P.  Lane,  Guilford  County. 
Executive  Committee — Thos.  J.  Oldham. 
Trustee  B.  A.  Fund— W.  A.  Graham. 
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Bro.  John  Graham  offered  an  amendment  providing'  that 
should  the  school  be  discontinued  for  a  term  of  five  years  the 
property  should  revert  to  the  Alliance,  instead  of  two  years 
as  provided  in  bill  passed  by  the  Legislature,  which  amend- 
ment was  lost. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  after  considerable  discussion, 
that  the  school  matter  be  referred  to  the  Sub-Alliances  for 
ratification  or  rejection,  and  result  of  vote  on  same  be  re- 
ported to  the  State  Secretary  not  later  than  October  1,  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  all  Alliancemen  in  good  standing  to  decide  the 
matter. 

A  resolution  was  then  unanimously  adopted  extending 
sympathy  to  our  beloved  President,  Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell,  in 
his  affliction. 

Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  then  offered  a  resolution  commending 
the  Farmers'  Mutual  Fire  Association  to  the  members  of  the 
Alliance,  which  was  adopted. 

A  resolution  by  Bro.  John  Graham  heartily  endorsing 
the  administration  of  Bro.  W.  A.  Graham,  of  the  State  Agri- 
cultural Department,  was  adopted.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
then  tendered  Bro.  T.  J.  Oldham  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Shaffer 
for  providing  for  the  comfort  and  entertainment  of  the  State 
Alliance. 

Bro.  R.  G.  Hart  then  offered  a  resolution  extending  sym- 
pathy to  our  ex-President,  Dr.  P.  PI.  Speight,  in  his  serious 
illness,  and  expressing  the  hope  that  he  may  soon  be  himself 
again. 

President  Mitchell's  address  having  just  arrived  through 
the  mails,  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  same  ordered  to 
be  placed  upon  the  minutes  and  published  in  77/ e  Tar  Heel 
Farmer  and  The  News  and  Observer. 


PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance: 

This  brings  us  to  our  annual  meeting,  and  during  the  past 
year  many  things  have  developed  which  need  our  attention. 
In  these  times  of  immense  accumulation  of  private  fortunes 
and  combination  of  capital  and  corporate  greeel  ,  it  becomes 
more  imperative  than  ever  that  unity  of  action  on  the  part 
of  the  laboring  classes,  especially  the  cultivators  of  agricul- 
tural products  who  constitute  three-fourths  of  the  population 
of  our  State,  and  a  very  large  per  cent  of  the  population  of  all 
other  States,  be  entered  into  and  faithfully  maintained. 

We  must  co-operate  with  each  other  and  develop  a  better 
State  mentally,  morally,  socially  and  financially,  and  strive 
to  secure  entire  harmony,  good  will  and  brotherly  love  among 
all  men.  I  am  one  of  the  members  of  the  Alliance  who  be- 
lieves this  organization  still  lives,  not  only  for  its  members 
individually  and  collectively,  but  for  the  State  at  large,  and 
will  continue  to  live,  working  for  the  betterment  of  the  agri- 
cultural classes,  and  incidentally  for  all  others.  It  behooves 
us  to  strive  with  our  utmost  power  and  not  to  pass  away 
without  accomplishing  the  purpose  for  which  we  organized 
and  are  yet  laboring. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  I "should  attempt  in  this 
short  message  to  advise  you  how  to  make  your  farms  more 
productive.  The  Agricultural  College,  Farmers'  institutes. 
Test  Farms,  agricultural  press,  and  especially  our  State  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  all  of  them  partly  the  outcome  of 
your  suggestion,  demands  and  support,  are  teaching  you  along 
these  lines. 

However,  T  wish  to  make  some  suggestions  in  regard  to  our 
property.  We  have  stood  still  long  enough.  1  think  we 
should  put  the  property  into  active  use.  I  think  we  should 
consider  the  agricultural  high  school  proposition. 

To  run  our  paper  successfully  we  must  put  a  man  who  can 
give  his  entire  time  as  editor,  lecturer  and  business  manager 
for  the  paper.  We  cannot  run  the  paper  successfully  under 
the  present  arrangement.  However.  I  trusl  you  will  devise 
some  plan  by  which  the  publication  may  continue. 
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If  you  accept  the  high  school  proposition,  we  will  use  our 
best  thoughts  and  endeavors  to  make  it  a  success. 

Now,  brethren,  I  trust  you  will  have  a  profitable  meeting 
and  that  much  good  may  result  from  it.  May  God  crown 
your  every  effort.
